Statement By Matthews 
Bares Defense Disunity

W ASHINGTON—Two speeches

prepare the defenses of the West. 
In other words, he was saying that 
time is the most precious commo­ 
dity we have. 
This was a melancholy echo of 
what Churchill has been 
saying 
for the past four years. His theme 
repeated again 
and 
again 
and 
again has been the mortal peril to 
the West in a continuation of the 
drift that ignores the realities both 
of possible peace 
and 
probable 
war. 
Largely for reasons of politics, 
Matthews, a successful lawyer in 
Omaha, Ncbr., was made secretary 
of the navy. U nder the domination 
of Louis Johnson, secretary of de­ 
fense, it has been a pretty empty 
office. 
Spoke for Himself 
Now Matthews steps out of the 
obscurity into which he had lap­ 
sed after his appointm ent to rec­ 
ommend in a speech in Boston 
a 
preventive war. When a storm of 
protest was kicked up 
with 
the 
disclosure that the speech had not 
apparently been cleared by any 
agency of government, Matthews 
said he was speaking 
solely 
for 
himself. 
To begin with, of course, that is 
impossible. If he had spoken in 
Omaha, as a respected citizen in 
the community, his words would 
hardly have been 
beared 
across 
the Missouri river. 
Because he happens to be sec­ 
retary of the navy his words are 
heard around the world. You can 
be sure that tonight 
a 
hundred 
Soviet transm itters are broadcast­ 
ing them to every corner 
of 
the 
earth. The Com m unist propagan­ 
dists would never miss an opening 
like that. 
But, in my opinion, the propa­ 
ganda consequences are in a sense 
incidental. What is 
so 
ominous 
about Secretary M atthew ’s 
pro­ 
posal is that it indicates a desire 
to bring on a w ar at a 
moment 
when the grave weaknesses of the 
United States and Western Em ope 
in almost every departm ent have 
been revealed. 
This would 
include 
Secretary 
Matthews’ own 
departm ent 
as 
pared down on the orders of his 
chief, the secretary of defense. It 
would include tin' fearful defici­ 
encies in vital materials resulting 
from failure to 
set 
aside 
even 
minimum stockpiles. It would in­ 
clude a shortage of trained mili­ 
tary manpower 
that 
cannot 
bo 
concealed 
as 
Western 
Europe 
pleads for 
divisions 
of 
trained 
American troops. 
In tile past the hints for a pre­ 
ventive war have come from tile 
more doctrinaire air force gener­ 
als. This has boon on tho 
thesis 
that the B-36 bombers could car­ 
ry atomic bombs to a number of 
It Ossian cities and thereby destroy 
th(‘ industrial potential of the So­ 
viet union. 
Didn’t Give Formula 
One thing this has done is to 
encourage the belief in

John Anderson, past6r of E van­ 
gelical Covenant church, d e s c r i b e 
bis recent trip to Sweden, the land 
of his birth, 
w here he spent two 
months touring the country. 
In response to questions, Rev. 
Anderson said the Swedish people 
express fear of Russia’s 
aggres­

is taking precautions to 
prevent 
Russia from determining the l o c a ­ 
tion and extent of Sweden’s secret 
fortifications. 
Compulsory Training 
Sweden has compulsory 
m ili­

and

able­ 
bodied man spends a part of three 
years in military 
service, 
Rev. 
Anderson reported. 
“The 
Communists 
are 
losing 
ground in Sweden but there are 
still some there— j u s t a s there are 
in this country,’’ 
Rev. Anderson 
pointed out. 
The socialization of Sweden be­ 


gan about 40 years ago and is con­ 
tinuing,

said. 
There are many social 
programs

m others and the aged. 
Sw eden’s 
educational system and its schools 
are excellent.

But on the other side of the pic­ 
ture are the high taxes that take 
about 25 per cent of the salary of 
those in the low-incom e bracket, 
and about 50 per cent of a high in­ 
come, Rev.

are

millionaires in Sweden. There are 
few automobiles but m any bicy­ 
cles, he added. 
Sweden has four political p ar­ 
ties and there is open discussion 
of government policies among the 
people. 
Born in Sweden, Rev. Anderson 
came to the United States 45 years 
ago, returning once on a visit in 
1925 prior to his tw o-m onth stay 
there this past sum m er. 
He ap­ 
preciated the opportunity to revis­ 
it Sweden and enjoyed traveling 
—but home is best, he concluded.

U. S. Officers Say

TOKYO—(ZP)—Some high-rank 
officers, appalled by the short­ 
comings of green U. S. troops in 
the early Korean fighting, say 
the army should drastically re­ 
vise its recruiting and training 
program. 
The army should stress recruit­ 
ment of fighting men 
who 
are 
willing to die for their country if 
necessary, 
the 
officiers 
argue, 
and forget about bland appeals to 
travel-hungry, security- and pen­ 
sion-conscious youngsters. 
Jolted In Korea 
The officers cannot be named. 
But they aired their views free­ 
ly on the Korean battlefront. 
They also suggested changes in 
the concepts of training to pre­ 
pare U. S. troops to fight in rug­ 
ged country as well as along fine, 
wide roadways. 
One high officer said his men 
“were inticed into the service by 
advertisements 
emphasizing 
the 
chance to travel, learn a trade, to 
be fed and secure, and 
be 
pen­ 
sioned while still young." He add­ 
ed: 
“They were rudely jolted when 
i they felt the rocks of Korea in­ 
stead of the tatami (floor mat­ 
ting) of Japan.” 
Equipment Faulty 
Another officer said U. S. army 
equipment was not designed for 
rugged, primitive country such as 
Korea. 
“Here we have for 
the 
most 
part a single rocky road between 
tile front lines and the rear,” he 
commented, pointing out that one 
knocked out 
or 
broken 
down 
vehicle could block a vital .sup­ 
ply road for hours. 
A brigadier general noted that 
every North Korean was a fight­ 
ing man trained to the use

weapons, while army specialists

A reason for Communism’s tre­ 
mendous hold upon people

F. M. Scheringer, new­ 
ly appointed pastor of St. Francis 
de Sales Catholic church, 
who 
addressed the Rotary club 
here 
Monday noon. 
Father Scheringer said that men 
of consequence in their communi­ 
ties are appointed to 
keep 
sur­ 
veillance over ten people and are 
held strictly accountable for their 
actions. In that way people fear­ 
ful lest their actions should cause 
harm to their friends take no steps 
that w ill jeopardize their freedom 
or their lives. 
Sidetrip to Jugoslavia 
Father Scheringer 
learned 
of 
this policy first hand as a result 
cf a visit to Jugoslavia early this 
year. He made a 
Holy Year pil­ 
grimage to Rome last spring and 
included as a side trip, a visit to 
that Balkan state where his father 
and mother were born and mar­ 
ried and where a sister was born. 
Officials on the Italian border, 
he said, 
tried to discourage him 
and his luggage was given ruth­ 
less examination before he 
was 
given his 
passport. 
During 
the 
short time he was in that coun­ 
try, he said, he was under con­ 
stant surveilance and fearful, lest 
he might cause undue suspicion to 
rest upon an innocent person, re­ 
frained from visiting the 
parish 
priest of the place where he and 
his party stopped. 
Included in his baggage 
were 
some items of clothing and candy, 
the latter to be distributed among 
the children. He said that clothing 
presents a grave problem to the 
people of that land as it is so ex­ 
pensive that few people can pur­ 
chase it. He assured 
those 
who 
might wish to send clothes, that 
they would reach 
their 
proper 
destination. 
Prim itive Country 
He told a pathetic story about a 
young man who had gone to war 
and had wound up in a Siberian 
labor camp. He had just returned 
to his home town to find that his 
sweetheart had waited for 
him 
through the years. The man had 
told Father Scheringer that 
he 
washed to get married as soon as 
he could earn a suit 
of 
clothes. 
The priest, since his return 
to 
America, sent the man a dress suit 
which he had had no occision to 
use. Most of the people go bare­ 
foot because shoes are prohibitive 
in price. 
Jugoslavia, said the speaker, Is 
an extremely prim itive country 
and 
our 
poorest 
c o u n ty 
roads 
would be superior 
to 
the 
best 
roads in that country by way of 
comparison. There were also no 
restaurants in any of the towns 
visited and food was an 
added 
problem to the visitors. 
The utter poverty of the coun­ 
try, said the speaker, assures the 
impossibility of aggressive 
war­ 
fare, but he added that it behooves 
the American people to remem­ 
ber their blessings and to be 
on 
the a le r t to advance the cause of 
Americanism. 
The speaker was introduced by 
R. G. Hentschell. Also as a guest 
at the meeting was the Rev. 
Fr. 
George A. Pernaski, assistant pas­ 
tor of the local parish.
